INTIMIDATION ALLEGED. | 


_. A DIALECT DIFFICULTY. 


An interesting _ intimidation 
charge was heard before Mr, J. R. 
Wood at the Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon, when two Hakka stone- 
cutters were charged with forcibly 
preventing two Fukien stone- 
cutters from working. 

The facts as related by the pro- 
sccution were that the two, com- 
plainants were engaged with others 
from Fukien to work in aquarry at 
North Point. About the end of 
March twelve Hakkas, two of whom 
are alleged. to have heen the de- 
fendants, approached complainants 
and using sign language, on 
account of their not understanding 
one another’s dialects, told them to 
follow. It is also alleged that de- 
fendants picked up complainants’ 
tools and removed. the tools from 
an adjoining shed. In terror of 


their lives, complainants accom-]}, 


panied the Hakkas but were met 
-by the foreman who secured the 
return of the tools. The Fukicnese 
were so scared that they stayed 
away from work for two days. 

From the evidence it appeared 
that defendants went to the quarry 
to look for work and to persuade 
the Fukien men to join the Stone- 
cutters’ Guild. As they could not 
converse, they took away the tools 
to show the complainants what 
they meant, 

‘Mr, T. G. Bennett, who repre- 


—-——- sented defendants—contended that} 


there was no intimidation as no 
force, or very little, was used. 

His Worship pointed out that 
one of the complainants had used 
the phrase “terror stricken” in 
evidence. . 

After some argument, His Wor- 
ship admitted that a tremendous 
amount of force had not been used 
and said he would give his decision
